.1. On the territory of ffSR the civil jet aircraft have priori- 
ty over other air operations provided that this is consistent 
with the safety of these operations and/or has not serious 
economical consequencies. , " 

2. The flight levels as established by the basic "Rules of 
the Air over the Territory of GSR" . (vertical separation 
300 mtrs) Will be assigned up. to the flight level 5400 
mtrs (STD). 

3. For operations over 5400 mtrs (STD) flight levels will 
be assigned as follows: 

- for true track 0° - 179° incl. , even thousands of meters
